To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Hove. 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1969. 

This  section  of  the  Annual  Report,  my  fifth,  should  in  my  view 
contain  the  comments  of  the  Medical  Officer  on  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department,  on  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  during  the  year,  and 
he  should  endeavour  to  foretell  how  the  changes  in  environment  and 
local  government  structure  will  affect  the  inhabitants  of  this  Borough. 

This  year  1 am  late  in  writing  this  foreward,  due  almost  entirely  to 
the  shortage  of  Medical  Staff,  who  normally  contribute  their  particular 
sections  of  the  report.  We  have  been  unable  to  fill  the  post  of  Deputy 
Medical  Officer  or  the  two  other  vacant  posts  for  Medical  Officers  in 
the  Department.  I have,  therefore,  been  unable  to  devote  as  much 
time  as  I would  like  to  writing  my  own  personal  contribution,  as  more 
and  more  of  my  time  is  diverted  to  clinical  work  and  the  day-to-day 
administration  of  the  School  Health  Service.  I hope  that  in  the  coming 
year  the  position  will  improve  and  so  relieve  me  of  these  extra  duties. 

Hove  is  bright,  breezy  and  healthy,  its  young  are  fitter,  its  elderly — 
particularly  the  females — are  staying  the  pace  of  life  much  better. 
With  a few  exceptions,  this  town  has  a higher  proportion  of  old  people 
than  any  other  in  England.  This  increasing  proportion  is  putting 
greater  strain,  year  by  year,  on  the  Home  Help,  District  Nursing  and 
Geriatric  Health  Visiting  services,  the  General  Practitioner,  Hospital 
and  Welfare  services.  It  has  been  calculated  that  by  1990  50%  of  the 
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females  and  25%  of  the  males  living  in  Hove  will  be  of  pensionable 
age.  We  must  plan  our  services  now  for  the  greater  demand  that 
longevity  of  life  will  make  on  all  the  services. 

The  elderly  need  and  must  be  encouraged  to  look  after  themselves 
in  their  own  accommodation.  They  need  good  food  of  the  right 
variety,  interested  and  interesting  regular  visitors,  and  suitable  occupa- 
tion of  their  time.  They  need  to  be  kept  young  physically  and 
mentally,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  young  and  middle  generations  to 
achieve  this  end. 

Since  the  appointment  of  the  Co-ordinating  Secretary  for  Services 
for  the  Elderly,  much  has  been  done  to  help  them,  much  more 
needs  to  be  done  and  can  be  achieved  if  more  and  more  people  will  give 
up  a little  of  their  leisure  time  and  volunteer  for  such  a good  cause. 

Our  youngsters  are  fitter  than  they  have  ever  been,  and  consequently 
one  does  not  like  recording  the  dramatic  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
Venereal  Diseases.  The  teenagers  are  obviously  enjoying  life,  but 
enjoyment  can  also  be  achieved  without  exposing  oneself  to  disease  and 
drug  addiction.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate  is  still  very  high— too 
high — but  let  us  not  decry  the  youth  of  to-day,  many  of  them  do  good 
work  and  ought  to  be  encouraged,  congratulated  and  helped. 

Measles  will  soon  disappear  like  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria,  Smallpox 
and  Whooping  Cough.  German  Measles,  with  its  dreaded  complica- 
tions to  the  unborn  infant,  will  also  disappear. 

I write  this  foreword  in  the  beautiful  month  of  September.  Very 
many  of  my  colleagues  must  be  wondering  whether  they  will  have  any 
cases  of  imported  disease  to  cope  wiih  this  year.  We  in  Hove  are 
not  far  from  France,  the  gateway  to  Europe.  May  I ask  that  all 
Travel  Agents  ensure  that  their  clients  are  made  aware  of  the  World 
Health  Organisation  regulations  for  travelling  to  various  countries 
and  to  actively  encourage  all  travellers  to  have  the  necessary  protection 
against  these  diseases.  My  colleagues  throughout  the  country  and  I 
would  be  eternally  grateful. 

Cancer  and  Coronary  Thrombosis  continue  to  reap  their  annual 
harvest.  Unfortunately  these  harvests  are  getting  bigger  when  they 
should  not.  Enough  has  been  said  and  written  on  the  dangers  of 
lung  cancer  and  smoking  to  fill  a library.  We  have  a clinic  to  detect 
early  cancer  of  the  breast  and  the  womb  and  yet  there  are  thousands 
of  women  who  cannot  be  bothered  to  come  along.  Coronary  Thromb- 
osis occurs  mostly  among  the  35-50  year  old  males.  Fatherless 
families,  due  to  Coronary  Thrombosis,  are  getting  much  too  common. 
It  is  not  an  easy  condition  to  prevent  and  much  research  still  needs  to 
be  done. 

This  Department  employs  a hardworking  and  loyal  staff  and  to  them 
I would  like  to  say  thank  you  for  helping  me  to  undertake  the  tasks 
alloted  to  me.  To  the  Section  Heads  a special  word  of  thanks  and  praise 
for  keeping  most  of  their  problems  to  themselves.  To  the  many  friends 
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of  the  department  thank  you  for  your  help,  it  is  appreciated.  To  my 
brother  officers  in  the  Borough  and  County  Council  I extend  my  warm 
appreciation  for  their  efforts  and  a special  word  of  praise  to  Mr.  Peet, 
my  Senior  Administrative  Assistant.  I would  also  like  to  thank  the 
Chairmen  of  the  Public  Health,  Health  and  Welfare  Services  and  Staff 
Committees  and  all  Committee  Members  for  their  support,  encourage- 
ment and  co-operation.

To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Hove. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  working  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectorate  during  the  year. 

The  statistics  of  inspections  and  improvements  achieved  give  a very 
general  impression  of  what  has  been  done  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  but  the  assessment  is  limited  in  that  they  can  never  show 
the  problems  and  time  required  to  carry  out  each  particular  inspection. 
However,  it  can  be  said  that  they  do  show  the  constant  pressures  to 
which  the  staff  are  put  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  ever  present 
demands  for  their  services.  This  must  be  coupled  with  ever  present 
lack  of  full  establishment. 

Mr.  Barker  retired  on  1st  September,  1969  and  we  wish  him  well 
in  his  retirement.  We  have  lost  a good  member  of  staff  who  will  be 
difficult  to  replace.  By  the  end  of  the  year  his  post  was  still  unfilled. 
He  specialised  in  dealing  with  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation  and 
since  his  departure  work  in  this  direction  has  practically  ceased. 

Changes  in  clerical  staff  added  to  the  difficulties  of  maintaining 
continuity  of  recording  procedures  and  support  clerical  work  for 
inspectors.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  still  a vacancy  for  a clerk. 
With  a newly  appointed  shorthand-typist  it  was  impossible  for  the 
remaining  clerk  to  do  any  more  than  to  barely  keep  essential  work 
moving. 

The  concentrated  effort  that  commenced  in  1968  to  visit  all  tvpes 
of  catering  establishments  within  the  Borough  was  continued  this  year 
and  it  became  clear  from  the  conditions  found  in  some  establishments 
that  attention  to  Food  Hygiene  required  more  routine  supervision 
than  had  been  provided  in  past  years.  There  are  still  too  many 
establishments  where  cleanliness  is  not  next  to  Godliness  and  there  is 
insufficient  regard  paid  to  maintaining  clean  habits  and  clean  premises. 

The  essentials  of  good  lighting,  controlled  ventilation  and  efficient 
crockery  washing  are  still  not  fully  understood  by  proprietors  and 
kitchen  staff.  I have  elaborated  on  these  further  on  in  my  report 
which  deals  with  Food  Hygiene.  Mr.  Mooring  and  Mr.  Williams 
have  borne  the  brunt  of  this  drive  to  obtain  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulation  Standards  and  have  achieved  much  in  spite  of  the  attitude 
with  which  they  were  confronted.

Complaints  of  foreign  bodies  in  food  continue  to  reach  the  depart- 
ment. Maggots,  moths  and  Hies  were  the  predominant  contaminants 
of  the  food.  Fly  and  insect  proofing  of  premises  is  obviously  still 
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necessary  in  addition  to  maintaining  hygienically  clean  premises. 
Protection  of  ingredients  prior  and  during  their  use  in  the  finished 
product  is  most  essential.  Greater  care  needs  to  be  exercised  by  all 
engaged  in  the  production  of  food  for  the  eventual  customer. 

Environmental  conditions  are  acknowledged  and  given  more 
prominence  nowadays  as  being  essential  to  good  social  well-being. 
In  spite  of  this  noise  of  various  origins  continues  to  give  cause  for 
complaint  and  with  justification  in  many  instances.  With  the  advent 
of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  there  seemed  hope  for  reducing  this  type 
of  nuisance  and  there  probably  has  been  some  achievement  in  this 
direction.  However,  it  is  still  necessary  to  ask  contractors  on  road 
works  to  use  muffled  equipment  (they  may  even  have  the  equipment 
on  the  particular  site  where  they  are  working).  Where  is  the  super- 
vision in  such  cases  ? Pleasant  Church  bells  have  almost  disappeared 
from  hearing  but  the  ear-splitting  noise  of  the  heavy  diesel  vehicle 
still  vibrates  one’s  eardrums  almost  to  the  point  of  no  return.  Why  ? 
This  is  in  addition  to  the  clouds  of  smoke  which  they  still  emit  when 
Ministry  roadside  checks  are  not  in  season. 

Housing  Act  after  Housing  Act  has  provided  for  improvement  of 
homes  and  yet  houses  are  still  without  indoor  toilets,  baths  and  hot 
water.  The  Housing  Act  1969  was  another  statute  to  help  stimulate 
interest  in  improvements  and  the  offer  of  higher  grants  has  to  some 
extent  encouraged  property  owners  to  use  these  new  grants  to  improve 
their  property.  Special  grants  for  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 
have  not  brought  a flood  of  requests  and  so  it  remains  that  many 
houses  are  over  occupied  and  under  provided  with  essential  amenities, 
and  they  would  seem  likely  to  remain  so  for  a very  long  time.  More 
stimulus  by  inspection  is  the  only  way  to  ensure  that  standards  of 
accommodation  are  those  approaching  what  is  desirable  in  the  70’s. 

During  the  year  there  was  a rash  of  complaints  of  fleas.  In  most 
instances  the  flea  species  concerned  was  that  of  the  dog  or  cat  variety. 
I understand  that  many  more  instances  of  infested  dogs  and  cats  were 
experienced  than  for  some  years.  The  department  were  able  to  clear 
up  the  infestations  reported  without  a great  deal  of  difficulty. 

Whilst  dealing  with  infestations  it  is  as  well  to  note  that  infestation 
of  rats  and  mice  increased  somewhat  over  the  previous  year.  The 
treatment  of  domestic  premises  has  often  proved  difficult  because  of 
the  attempts  by  occupiers  to  clear  the  mice  in  the  first  instance. 
Although  this  is  admirable  in  itself  it  often  causes  treatment  by  the 
department’s  rodent  operators  to  cover  a longer  period  in  order  to 
clear  up  the  infestation. 

Staff  changes  during  the  year  were  as  follows  : Mrs.  M.  J.  Dhillon, 
shorthand-typist,  commenced  on  the  9th  April,  1969  and  resigned  on 
the  7th  November,  1969.  Miss  R.  Barnes,  shorthand-typist,  com- 
menced on  the  10th  November,  1969,  and  Mrs.  I.  Reynolds,  General 
Clerk,  resigned  on  the  30th  November,  1969.  As  already  mentioned, 
Mr.  S.  Barker  retired  on  the  1st  September,  1969. 
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Once  again  I wish  to  thank  members  of  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee, Dr.  Condon  and  Staff  for  their  support  and  help,  and  to 
acknowledge  the  co-operation  received  from  colleagues  in  the  various 
departments  of  the  Council.

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Accidents 

During  the  year  23  accidents  have  been  notified,  none  of  which 
had  fatal  results.  These  were  all  investigated  and  when  required 
advice  was  given  on  the  adoption  of  improved  methods,  and  where 
necessary  works  were  required  to  be  carried  out,  in  an  endeavour  to 
prevent  further  accidents.  Detailed  reports  on  all  accidents  were 
made  to  the  Deputy  Superintending  Inspector  of  Factories  for  the 
South-Eastern  Region. 

The  23  accidents  notified,  occurred  in  different  types  of  premises 
as  follows  : — retail  shops  and  preparation  rooms  11,  offices,  5 whole- 
sale premises  and  warehouses  5,  canteens  2. 

One  of  the  accidents  occurred  in  unusual  circumstances  in  that  an 
office  caretaker  endeavouring  to  apprehend  two  trespassers,  gave 
chase  and  in  failing  to  “hurdle”  a wall,  landed  awkwardly,  injuring 
his  back.

An  interesting  problem  arose  in  connection  with  sampling  to 
ascertain  compliance  with  The  Meat  Pie  and  Sausage  Roll  Regulations 
1967.  These  Regulations  set  out  standards  for  meat  content  in  various 
types  of  pie. 

Locally  made  meat  pies  were  purchased  informally  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst.  A small  steak  and  kidney  pie  weighing  5.9  ounces 
was  found  to  have  a meat  content  of  1.29  ounces  which  represents  a 
14  per  cent  deficiency.  The  manufacturer  was  informed. 

It  then  became  necessary  to  take  formal  samples,  the  procedure  for 
this  is  set  out  in  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955.  One  of  the  require- 
ments is  that  the  Sampling  Officer  shall  divide  the  sample  into  three 
parts  ; one  part  to  be  kept  by  the  retailer,  one  to  be  retained  by  the 
Officer  and  one  to  be  submitted  for  analysis. 

It  became  clear  that  it  would  be  quite  impossible  to  divide  a pie 
into  three  exactlv  equal  parts,  and  that  if  it  were  attempted  some  of 
the  content  would  be  spilled. 

Therefore  it  appeared  that  the  Regulations  were  not  enforceable 
under  the  existing  sampling  procedure,  an  opinion  shared  bv  the 
Public  Analyst. 

The  problem  was  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  who  implied  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  amend  the  Act, 
that  this  was  not  likely  at  present  but  consideration  would  be  given 
to  such  an  amendment  when  the  Act  was  reviewed.  In  the  meantime 
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they  suggested  buying  several  pies  and  dividing  into  three  lots  but 
this  clearly  does  not  comply  with  the  Act. 

The  situation  remains  that  we  have  a piece  of  legislation,  designed 
to  protect  the  consumer,  that  it  is  impossible  to  formally  enforce. 

An  informal  sample  consisting  of  a tube  marked  double  concen- 
trated tomato  puree  was  purchased  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst.  He  found  the  puree  to  contain  30%  of  tomato  solids  and 
he  felt  that  bearing  in  mind  the  quality  of  tomato  puree  sold  in  this 
country  as  single  concentrated,  the  description  was  likely  to  mislead. 

He  commented  that  the  confusion  arises  because  in  Continental 
countries  the  tomato  puree/paste  is  offered  for  sale  in  a much  lower 
concentration.  Single  tomato  puree  in  this  country  however  contains 
between  25%  and  32%  tomato  solids. 

The  manufacturer’s  attention  was  drawn  to  this  matter  and  as  a 
result  the  wording  “double  concentrated”  is  no  longer  used  to 
describe  this  product. 


FOOD  CONTROL 
Foreign  matter  in  food 

During  1969,  24  complaints  were  received  concerning  the  presence 
of  extraneous  matter  in  food. 

The  most  frequent  items  found  were  insects  (adult  and  larval  stages) 
including  maggots,  moths,  and  flies.  Two  complaints  involved  food 
containing  mouse  droppings. 

One  complaint  involved  the  sale  of  an  ice  cream  cornet  from  a 
mobile  ice  cream  van.  This  ice  cream,  which  was  partially  consumed 
by  a child,  was  found  to  contain  fragments  of  glass.  Fortunately,  the 
child  suffered  no  harm  but  the  sale  of  ice  cream  from  the  van  was 
immediately  stopped  and  evidence  was  later  given  when  the  salesman 
was  prosecuted  in  this  connection. 

There  seems  little  decline  in  the  number  of  complaints  about  foreign 
matter  in  food,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  presence  in  food  is 
often  the  result  of  negligence  and  carelessness  and  which  by  greater 
care  by  management  and  employees  could  be  avoided.

UNFIT  FOOD 

A total  of  28  complaints  have  been  received  concerning  the  fitness 
for  consumption  of  22  varieties  of  food  products.  The  principal 
causes  for  complaint  concerned  mould  (9  cases)  and  decomposition. 
Nine  complaints  involved  meat  products  (pies,  sausages,  etc.)  and 
eight  involved  bread  and  confectionery.  The  complaints  regarding 
mould  and  decomposition  indicate  that  the  products  have  been  kept 
too  long  between  manufacture  and  sale  and  is  often  an  indication  of 
failure  to  rotate  stocks,  and  while  this  particular  failing  is  emphasised 
bv  the  Public  Health  Inspector  it  is  regretted  that  sufficient  care  is 
still  not  being  exercised. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 

During  the  year  2,697  inspections  were  made  of  the  various  food 
premises  in  the  Borough.  As  a result  of  these  inspections  it  was 
necessary  to  serve  254  notices  in  respect  of  contraventions  of  the  Food 
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Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960.  These  contraventions  were  all 
remedied  without  recourse  to  legal  proceedings. 

I mentioned  in  my  report  for  1968  that  a major  effort  had  been 
started  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regu- 
lations 1960  in  various  types  of  catering  premises.  This  “drive” 
continued  throughout  1969  and  it  became  clear  from  the  reactions  of 
the  occupiers  of  the  premises,  and  the  conditions  found,  that  this 
attention  was  indeed  overdue  in  many  cases.

Not  all  the  works  required  were  of  an  extensive  nature  but  the 
need  for  additional  sinks  to  ensure  efficient  washing-up,  and  separate 
washing  for  crockery,  etc.,  and  foods  was  found  to  be  a common 
shortcoming.  Other  adverse  criticisms  that  frequently  had  to  be  made 
included  poor  ventilation  (e.g.  it  is  almost  impossible  to  rely  solely 
on  windows),  inadequate  lighting  and  the  absence  of  insect-proof 
screens  to  window  openings. 

With  regard  to  ventilation,  the  installation  and  maintenance  of  a 
suitable  system  not  only  ensures  more  comfortable  working  conditions 
for  kitchen  staff  but,  more  important  from  a public  health  viewpoint, 
reduces  the  risk  of  food  poisoning  bacteria  multiplying  and  causing 
disease.  Warmth  and  humidity  provide  ideal  conditions  for  the 
growth  of  bacteria  and  it  will,  therefore,  be  seen  that  adequate  venti- 
lation is  of  very  real  significance. 

The  absence  of  good  lighting  invariably  leads  to  unclean  kitchens. 
Some  parts  of  the  room  and  equipment  cannot  be  seen  sufficiently 
well  for  proper  cleaning  to  be  carried  out  and  the  psychological  effects 
of  working  in  inadequately  illuminated  rooms  militate  against  clean- 
liness. 

As  for  insect-proofing,  it  appears  that  most  caterers  are  content  to 
rely  on  shooting  down  the  flies  with  various  insecticides  with  the 
additional  hazards  of  chemical  contamination  of  food,  and  the 
appearance  of  a dead  fly  turning  up  in  somebody’s  meal. 

The  Residential  and  Nursing  Homes  were  being  inspected  by 
P.H.I.’s  for  the  first  time,  as  a matter  of  routine,  and  it  was  somewhat 
surprising  to  find  that  many  showed  a standard  of  hygiene  no  higher 
than  the  commercial  establishment.  One  might  have  expected  that 
catering  facilities  for  the  sick  and  elderly  would  be  above  reproach. 

Four  cafes  owned  by  the  Corporation,  and  leased  to  caterers,  were 
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inspected  and  found  to  be  lacking  in  minimum  facilities.  At  the  time 
of  writing  these  matters  are  in  process  of  being  dealt  with.  I am  of 
the  opinion  that  the  Local  Authority  premises  should  lead  the  way  in 
the  provision  of  proper  fixtures  and  fittings  if  we  are  to  expect  the 
co-operation  of  others. 

In  12  cases  conditions  were  such  that  the  caterers  had  to  be  warned 
that  an  immediate  improvement  had  to  be  brought  about  to  avoid 
the  need  for  legal  proceedings.  Action  was  prompt  in  all  cases  but 
one  where  the  cafe  proprietor  elected  to  close  down  as  he  could  not 
afford  to  put  his  business  in  order.  Five  other  individuals  took  similar 
action  after  being  pressed  to  comply  with  the  Regulations. 

In  addition  to  the  aforementioned  types  of  food  businesses,  premises 
occupied  by  food  manufacturers  have  also  been  fully  inspected. 
Action  to  improve  the  hygienic  standards  of  the  factories  has  usually 
been  prompt  and  efficient. 

It  has,  of  course,  been  necessary  to  supplement  the  work  of  ensuring 
compliance  with  statutory  requirements  by  advice  on  food  hygiene. 
To  this  end,  various  matters  have  been  discussed  with  proprietors  and 
staff  and  advice  has  been  given  to  proprietors,  architects  and  builders 
on  suitable  layout  and  design  of  food  preparation  rooms. 

In  the  main  I am  pleased  with  the  general  trend  of  improved  con- 
ditions in  catering  concerns,  although  a number  of  such  premises  have 
still  to  receive  attention. 


FOOD  HAWKERS 

During  the  year  33  inspections  were  carried  out  of  stalls,  mobile 
shops,  vending  machines  and  delivery  vehicles  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regu- 
lations, 1966,  and  it  was  necessary  to  serve  eight  notices  for  contra- 
ventions of  the  Regulations.  These  contraventions  were  all  remedied 
without  recourse  to  legal  proceedings.

In  addition  to  chemical  analyses,  milks  are  subject  to  tests  which 
are  specified  in  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations. 

These  tests  include  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  which  is  a measure  of

As  a result  of  these  unsatisfactory 
samples  the  farmer  has  now  arranged  to  sell  only  pasteurised  milk  from 
his  vending  machines  and  to  discontinue  the  sale  of  untreated  milk.

During  the  year  15  samples  of  ice  cream  were  obtained  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  for  bacterio- 
logical cleanliness.

The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  due  not  only  to  inadequate  cleansing 
and  sterilisation  of  equipment  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the  ice  cream, 
but  also  to  inattention  to  regular  clean-handling  of  the  product  by  the 
retailer.  In  some  instances  considerable  improvements  in  bacteriolo- 
gical standards  were  made  by  advice  given  to  shopkeepers  regarding 
the  thorough  and  regular  cleansing  of  their  serving  scoops  before 
serving  loose  ice  cream.

During  the  year  62  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the  above 
swimming  pools  within  the  Borough. 

In  addition,  regular  testing  of  the  water  for  free  residuary  chlorine 
levels  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  using  the  Department’s 
own  testing  equipment. 


The  pools  at  the  Portland  Road  and  West  Blatchington  Schools  gave 
rise  to  some  concern  due  to  unsatisfactory  levels  of  residual  chlorine. 
The  pools  at  these  schools  are  sterilised  by  the  addition  of  hypochloric 
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liquid  by  drip  feed  into  the  pools  and  which  is  manually  controlled. 
This  has  certain  disadvantages  and  needs  constant  attention  and 
control. 

At  the  same  time  it  was  found  that  during  the  warm  summer  days 
last  year  these  particular  pools  were  in  constant  use  with  one  class  of 
children  immediately  following  another,  and  it  was  found  that  a 
constant  watch  was  necessary  to  adjust  the  chlorine  intake  to  meet  any 
possible  overloading  of  the  pools,  for  unless  the  chlorine  intake  is 
increased  or  boosted  by  the  operator  during  these  peak  periods  the 
residuary  free  chlorine  will  fall  below  satisfactory  levels.  It  was  found 
that  trouble  was  also  experienced  in  obtaining  a clear  water  and  a 
certain  amount  of  turbidity  was  found  where  some  pools  were  in 
constant  use  and  although  the  filters  were  changed  regularly  it  was 
thought  that  again  overloading  of  the  pools  was  the  principal  cause, 
and  it  may  well  be  that  in  future  the  use  of  the  pools  may  have  to  be 
restricted  O'r  ‘‘staggered”  to  allow  proper  filtering  and  the  process  of 
sterilisation  to  perform  efficiently  while  the  existing  plant  is  in  opera- 
tion. 

AIR  POLLUTION 

During  the  year  55  complaints  were  made  to  the  department  con- 
cerning air  pollution. 

In  connection  with  these  complaints  180  visits  were  made  and  eight 
informal  notices  were  served.  Investigation  of  the  complaints  was 
made  in  each  case  and  where  justified  the  nuisance  was  remedied  by 
informal  action  without  recourse  to  legal  proceedings. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT. 

Eighteen  complaints  of  noise  from  various  sources  were  made  to  the 
department.  A considerable  amount  of  time  was  needed  to  investigate 
these  complaints  and  166  visits  were  necessary  by  inspectors.  The 
majority  of  these  visits  involved  late  evening  or  night  observations. 
Six  informal  notices  were  served  requiring  abatement  of  noise  nuisance.

Mrs.  J.  E.  Richardson,  Geriatric  Health  Visitor,  resigned  in  Febru- 
ary, 1969  and  this  post  was  filled  by  Miss  M.  Thomas,  who  joined  the 
staff  on  1st  January,  1970. 

Mrs.  A.  G.  Joyce,  Health  Visitor,  resigned  her  appointment  in 
August,  1969,  and  was  replaced  by  Miss  P.  E.  Richardson  on  17th 
September,  1969.  Miss  Richardson  joined  the  staff  as  a Student  and 
qualified  in  September. 

In  September,  1969,  the  post  of  School  Nurse,  previously  held  by 
Mrs.  P.  M.  Wilson,  was  split,  and  Mrs.  P.  Alexander  was  appointed. 
These  two  nurses  are  now  working  during  school  terms  only. 

In  September  1969,  Miss  G.  K.  Nicholson,  Area  Nursing  Officer,

On  the  clerical  side,  Mrs.  D.  Curtis  was  appointed  clerk  to  assist 
the  Co-ordinating  Secretary  for  the  Elderly  and  Geriatric  Health 
Visitors  on  june  9th,  1969. 

Mr.  L.  De  Jonquieres  resigned  his  post  as  Senior  Clerk  at  the  School 
Clinic,  and  fortunately  we  were  able  to  fill  this  vacancy  very  quicklv. 
Mrs.  I.  Reynolds  being  allowed  to  commence  duty  on  1st  December, 
1969,  although  Mr.  De  Jonquieres  did  not  leave  until  one  week  later. 
This  arrangement  was  agreed  to  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  other 
clerk  in  the  School  Clinic,  Miss  B.  J.  Lenton  also  resigned  at  the  same 
time.

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CARE  OF  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  AND  THEIR  BABIES 

During  the  year  the  Health  and  Welfare  Services  Committee  agreed 
to  help  financially  towards  the  cost  of  maintenance  at  a Mother  and 
Baby  Home  in  four  cases,  compared  with  eight  in  1968. 

Cases  are  referred  to  the  department  mainly  by  the  Chichester  Dio- 
cesan Moral  Welfare  Association,  and  occasionally  from  the  Southwark 
Children’s  Society.  The  Social  Workers  attached  to  the  association  or 
society  carry  out  the  necessary  investigations  and  make  all  arrangements 
with  the  home  regarding  admission.  In  the  majority  of  instances  the 
girl  is  entitled  to  full  maternity  benefit  and  consequently  a proportion 
of  the  fees  are  recovered  in  this  way.  Very  occasionally  the  parents  or 
putative  father  make  a contribution. 

The  Council  make  an  annual  grant  to  the  Chichester  Diocesan 
Moral  Welfare  Association  towards  administrative  expenses. 

HOVE  DAY  NURSERY. 

The  year  started  as  usual  with  a full  complement  of  young  children 
needing  the  special  service  the  Nursery  is  able  to  give.  1969  saw  a 
higher  percentage  of  social  problems,  some  of  which  were  very  acute. 
Fortunately  we  were  able  to  admit  most  children  from  applicants  who 
were  un-supported,  i.e.  widow’,  separated,  divorced,  unmarried,  but 
it  was  still  impossible  to  avoid  a waiting  list. 

In  August,  however,  it  was  necessary  to  close  the  Nursery  in  order 
to  carry  out  major  work  in  connection  with  dry-rot.  As  the  rooms 
were  completed,  including  redecoration,  some  of  the  most  needy  cases 
were  taken  back,  but  it  was  not  until  December  that  the  Nursery  was 
able  to  get  back  into  full  working  order. 

During  the  period  from  August  to  December,  we  were  indebted  to 
the  Holy  Trinity  Church  for  the  loan  of  their  Youth  Hut,  which  made 
it  possible  to  look  after  twenty  or  so  children  who  would  otherwise 
have  ben  without  a place  in  the  Nursery. 

During  this  period  the  staff  worked  under  very  difficult  circum- 
stances indeed  and  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  efforts. 

Towards  the  end  of  December  the  usual  Christmas  Party  was  held  at 
the  Clarendon  Villas  premises  and  we  were  very  pleased  that  His 
Worship  the  Mayor  of  Hove,  Councillor  N.  N.  Freedman  was  able  to 
spend  a short  time  with  the  children. 

Many  thanks  to  the  Borough  Lighting  Department  for  their  help 
with  Christmas  tree  decorations.

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HEALTH  VISITING. 

There  has  been  no  major  change  in  the  work  of  Health  Visiting 
during  the  year.  The  attachment  scheme  started  in  1968  has  continued 
and  although  still  in  its  infancy  and  with  some  of  the  problems  of 
infants,  the  benefits  of  this  system  can  already  be  seen.  The  staff 
have  a greater  knowledge  of  their  patients  through  working  in  closer 
contact  with  the  General  Practioners  and  this,  of  course,  is  of  great 
benefit  to  those  they  care  for. 

The  staff'  position  remained  satisfactory  during  the  year.  Miss 
Kirkhope,  our  Senior  Health  Visitor,  left  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
after  thirty  years  service.  Mrs.  Joyce  left  us  to  work  nearer  her  home 
and  Miss  Van’t  Veen  resigned  in  November  to  take  up  a more  senior 
appointment  in  Surrey.  Miss  Richardson,  who  was  sponsored  for 
the  Health  Visitor  Training  Course,  was  successful  in  passing  her 
examination  and  took  up  her  duties  as  a Health  Visitor  in  September. 

In  September  a new  course  started  at  the  Brighton  College  of  Tech- 
nology combining  the  Health  Visitor  and  District  Nurse  Training. 
Two  students  were  accepted  for  this  course,  one  of  whom  is  taking 
her  practical  training  in  Hove.  This  practical  training  has  to  take 
place  in  the  framework  of  an  attachment  scheme  where  the  Health 
Visitor  Fieldwork  Instructor  and  the  District  Nurse  Practical  Work 
Instructor  work  together  with  the  same  group  of  General  Practitioners. 
The  student,  Miss  Reeve,  appears  to  be  enjoying  this  course  which  is 
proving  stimulating  and  interesting  both  for  her  and  for  her  instruct- 
ors. 

The  Geriatric  Health  Visitors  were  rather  depleted  in  number  after 
Mrs.  Richardson  left  in  February  1969,  and  unfortunatelv  we  were  not 
able  to  find  a successor  to  her  during  the  year.  This  side  of  the  work 
continues  to  be  very  demanding  and  time-consuming  owing  to  the 
number  of  complex  and  urgent  cases  needing  attention.

MIDWIFERY. 

The  number  of  domiciliary  confinements  has  dropped  again  this 
year,  and  as  can  be  seen  by  the  figures  below,  is  now  very  low. 

A new  scheme  was  started  during  the  year  whereby  the  domiciliary 
midwives  have  delivered  certain  mothers  in  Southlands  Hospital  and 
then  continued  to  care  for  them  when  discharged  home.  We  are  very 
indebted  to  Southlands  Hospital  for  their  co-operation  in  making  this 
scheme  possible. 

Unfortunately  this  scheme  had  to  be  temporarily  discontinued  owing 
to  an  acute  staff  shortage.  Three  of  our  midwives  left  during  the 
year.  Two  to  return  to  hospital  work  and  one  to  take  the  Health 
Visitor  Training  Course. 

It  is  being  increasingly  difficult  to  recruit  domiciliary  midwives  due 
to  the  trend  for  the  majority  of  mothers  to  be  delivered  in  hospital. 

We  have  continued  to  take  pupil  midwives  for  their  Part  II  training 
from  Cuckfield  Hospital.

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DISTRICT  NURSING. 

Although  we  have  had  a number  of  staff  changes  during  the  year  we 
have  been  fortunate  in  being  able  to  replace  staff  without  much  delav. 
During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  Miss  O.  Birch  died  suddenly  within  a 
short  time  of  her  impending  retirement.  Miss  Birch  had  been  a mem- 
ber of  the  nursing  staff  for  12  years,  during  which  time  she  gave  loyal 
and  devoted  service.  She  is  much  missed  by  all  the  staff  and  the  pat- 
ients whom  she  attended.  Three  nurses  have  taken  the  district  nurse 
training  during  the  year  and,  having  all  been  successful  in  passing  the 
examination,  have  received  the  National  District  Nurse  Training 
Council  Certificate.  The  majority  of  our  nursing  staff  have  now  taken 
the  training  course  and  it  is  hoped  eventually  that  all  the  nursing  staff 
will  have  received  the  Certificate. 

The  number  of  cases  nursed  during  the  year  shows  a slight  drop  on 
the  previous  year,  but  the  amount  of  work  involved  with  each  case 
seems  to  increase  each  year.  Many  seriously  ill  and  severely  handi- 
capped people  now  remain  at  home  to  be  cared  for  and  visits  to  these 
patients  are  very  time  consuming. 

Great  emphasis  is  laid,  where  possible,  on  rehabilitation  of  patients 
so  that  they  can  achieve  as  active  a life  as  possible.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 

A new  Schedule  of  Immunisation  procedures  was  introduced  on  tha 
1st  October,  1968  and  therefore  1969  was  the  first  complete  year  in 
which  the  new  arrangements  were  in  operation.  The  intervals 
between  doses  of  the  basic  course  are  now  six  weeks  between  the  first 
and  second  dose  and  six  months  or  more  between  tha  second  and  third 
dose.  These  intervals  offer  optimum  protection  from  three  doses  and 
render  unnecessary  the  giving  of  a re-inforcing  dose  during  the  second 
year  of  life.  The  five  year  re-inforcing  dose  remains,  but  the  nine  to 
ten  year  dose  is  now  excluded  and  is  replaced  by  one  at  fifteen  to 
nineteen  years  of  age  for  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis  only. 

In  June  1969,  Dr.  Lodwick,  one  of  my  Assistant  Medical  Officers 
of  Health,  left  us  to  join  Dr.  Watson’s  staff  at  County  Hall,  Lewes,  and 
at  the  time  of  writing  this  vacancy  has  still  not  been  filled.  However 
we  have  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  Locums  for  our  Clinics  and 
School  Work  and  hope  to  retain  the  services  of  these  ladies  until  such 
time  as  we  are  able  to  make  an  appointment.

In  September,  the  first  meeting  was  held  at  County  Hall,  Lewes,  at 
which  a member  of  my  staff  was  present  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
plans  regarding  computerisation  of  Vaccination  and  Immunisation 
records.  In  1970  a start  will  be  made  to  put  General  Practitioners 
records  on  the  Computer  at  County  Hall  and  five  doctors  from  this 
area  are  being  included  in  the  first  twenty  to  go  on. 

TYPHOID. 

Typhoid  Fever  was  confirmed  among  travellers  returning  from 
holidays  in  Tunisia  during  August.  As  always  with  anything  of  this 
nature  the  Department  was  inundated  with  enquiries  from  intending 
travellers  and  the  General  Practitioners  had  heavy  demands  made  upon 
them  for  Vaccination. 

POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION. 

As  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  section,  the  new  Ministry  Schedule 
of  Immunisation  was  in  operation  for  the  whole  of  1969  and  it  will  be 
noted  that  there  is  a variation  in  the  figures  for  this  year. 

The  drop  in  the  number  of  initial  courses  is  due  to  the  fact  that  any 
child  born  after  mid-April  would  not  complete  the  Primary  Course 
during  1969,  whereas  in  previous  years  an  initial  course  was  usually 
completed  within  three  to  four  months.  The  increase  in  re-inforcing 
doses  is  partly  due  to  the  new  Schedule  and  partly  to  the  fact  that  at  the 
beginning  of  July  we  were  notified  by  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security  of  Press  reports  of  an  occurence  of  Poliomyelitis  in 
Spain.  This  resulted  in  the  usual  enquiries  from  the  Public  and  in  a 
lot  of  children  receiving  Booster  doses  from  their  General  Practitioners 
prior  to  travelling  to  this  area.  Later  in  the  month  we  were  advised 
that  there  was  no  clinical  evidence  that  the  cases  referred  to  were 
caused  by  Poliomyelitis  and  we  were  informed  that  it  was  no  longer 
necessary  to  advise  travellers  to  be  vaccinated.

In  approximately  another  12-18  months,  the 
number  of  Primary  Tetanus  injections  should  decrease  as  most  children 
attaining  the  age  of  15  years  in  12  months  time,  will  have  had  Tetanus 
included  in  their  infancy  course  and  therefore  will  only  require  re- 
inforcing doses.

SMALLPOX  VACCINATION. 

The  arrangements  for  Smallpox  Vaccination  have  remained  much 
the  same  as  in  1968  and  2950  doses  of  Smallpox  Lymph  were  issued  to 
General  Practitioners  during  the  year.  This  figure  shows  an  increase 
over  last  year  (2340  doss  were  issued)  but  in  these  days  of  increasing 
travel  abroad,  this  is  of  course  not  at  all  surprising.

MEASLES  VACCINATION. 

In  March,  after  consultation  with  the  Department  of  Health, 
Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  advised  immediate  suspension  of  the  use 
of  their  Measles  Vaccine.  This  was  due  to  adverse  reactions  which 
were  reported  in  the  cases  of  some  children  who  had  already  been 
vaccinated  with  this  particular  Vaccine. 

The  publicity  in  the  Press  at  this  particular  time  resulted  in  many 
telephone  calls  from  anxious  parents  of  children  who  had  already  been 
vaccinated,  also  in  a considerable  drop  in  the  demand  for  vaccination, 
although  another  make  of  vaccine  was  available  and  declared  quite 
safe.

The  Hove  Care  Committee  spent  approximately  £275  this  year  on 
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fuel,  holidays,  christmas  parcels,  and  special  grants.  This  of  course 
was  mainly  money  received  from  the  Seal  Sale  Fund  apart  from  £20 
raised  by  the  committee  members  themselves. 

The  following  report  in  respect  of  1969  has  been  received  from  Mrs. 
Hooper,  Centre  Organiser,  Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

We  were  deeply  distressed  at  the  death  of  our  past  Centre  Organiser, 
Mrs.  Dora  Pearce,  M.B.E.,  but  were  thankful  that  she  did  not  suffer 
for  too  long. 

An  appeal  for  new  members  in  the  local  press  brought  a good 
response  and  we  were  grateful  for  the  co-operation  of  the  Editors. 
If  only  we  could  have  the  help  of  a few  more  drivers  with  cars,  life 
would  be  so  much  easier  for  everyone  and  the  present  drivers  would 
not  have  to  be  overworked.  Our  nicer  members  are  invaluable  and  we 
are  grateful  for  the  help  of  the  girls  from  Davigdor  Secondary  School. 
We  hear  that  there  is  a suggestion  of  a tie  to  be  designed  for  men 
members  to  wear  and  we,  in  Hove,  think  this  is  an  excellent  idea  and 
give  it  our  whole-hearted  support. 

We  enrolled  73  new  members  during  1969  but  unfortunately  lost  the 
services  of  a number  of  members  through  ill  health,  family  commit- 
ments or  because  they  moved  away  from  the  district.  Our  member- 
ship now  stands  at  280  including  12  men  members  but  many  of  these 
are  only  able  to  undertake  light  duties. 

OLD  PEOPLE  S WELFARE. 

There  have  been  innumerable  calls  for  our  help  for  the  elderly 
citizens  in  the  Borough.  We  have  undertaken  the  collecting  of 
pensions,  shopping  and  visiting  for  a friendly  chat.  We  also  have 
been  able  to  help  a few  elderly  folk  pack  up  their  belongings  when 
they  have  had  to  move  which  is  always  a terrible  problem  to  them. 

Our  Birthday  Card  scheme  has  continued  to  be  greatly  appreciated 
and  we  have  had  some  very  nice  letters  of  thanks.  Sometimes  ours  is 
the  only  card  received. 

We  were  able  to  arrange  for  two  of  our  old  folk  to  have  their  rooms 
re-decorated  and  in  one  case  the  lady  stayed  with  a W.R.V.S.  member 
while  the  work  was  carried  out. 

Harvest  Festival  gifts  from  three  local  schools  were  distributed  and 
were  greatly  appreciated  by  the  recipients.  Likewise  the  lovely 
gifts  at  Christmas — groceries,  shawls  and  rugs  and  80  beautiful  gifts 
from  the  Flower  Club. 

Our  Mobile  Library  continues  to  flourish  and  another  car  route  has 
been  added.  Even  for  those  who  can  manage  to  get  around,  books 
are  heavy  to  be  carried  by  the  frail  and  the  facility  of  selecting  the  books 
in  their  own  homes  is  greatly  appreciated.  There  are  now  about 
120  readers  who  are  visited  once  a fortnight  when  they  may  choose  up 
to  6 books,  and  nearly  6000  books  are  distributed. 

The  W.R.V.S.  Residential  Club — Oaklands — in  Dyke  Road  Avenue 
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continues  to  run  very  happily.  We  have  two  members  on  the  commi- 
ttees there  and  one  of  them  persuaded  the  residents  to  start  knitting 
blanket  squares  for  us — a scheme  which  has  been  a great  success  both 
with  them  and  with  us. 

MEALS-ON-WHEELS. 

41,182  meals  were  delivered  in  1969  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and 
Fridays  each  week.  Christmas  was  rather  awkward  this  year  but  the 
members  all  rallied  round  magnificently  and  the  Christmas  meal  of 
roast  turkey  and  plum  pudding  was  taken  round  on  Christmas  Eve 
and  another  hot  meal  was  taken  round  on  Boxing  Day.  We  could 
have  got  over  the  food  problem  by  supplying  a tinned  meal  for 
Boxing  Dav  but  it  was  felt  that  from  Wednesday  to  Tuesday  was  too 
long  to  have  the  old  folk  without  a visit.  We  always  emphasise  to 
new  members  that  the  friendly  chat  is  every  bit  as  important  as  the 
hot  meal  and  that  any  problems  should  be  reported  to  the  Centre 
where  they  can  be  dealt  with  promptly.  Unfortunately — or  perhaps 
fortunately — we  have  had  several  cases  during  the  year  when  the 
police  have  had  to  be  callee  to  gain  entrance  and  the  person  has  been 
found  either  ill  in  bed  or  fallen  on  the  floor. 

The  helpers  concerned  arranged  a small  party  to  celebrate  the 
Diamond  Wedding  of  one  of  our  meals-on-wheels  couples  and  this 
was  attended  by  His  Worship  the  Mayor  of  Hove. 

The  Mayor  also  visited  the  centre  in  July  and  the  photograph  of  him 
in  the  Meals  Kitchen  was  published  in  the  local  press. 

CHILDREN’S  WELFARE. 

We  have  continued  to  help  at  several  sessions  a week  at  the  Local 
Authority  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  different  parts  of  the  town. 

Holidays  were  arranged  for  two  deprived  children  in  the  Borough 
to  be  spent  with  hostesses  in  the  country. 

During  the  school  terms  throughout  the  year  one  little  boy  was 
taken  to  the  school  for  the  deaf  at  Cuckfield  and  another  to  Chailey 
Heritage  every  Monday  and  fetched  back  every  Friday.  For  several 
months  two  little  girls  were  taken  from  St.  Annes  Home  to  school  and 
fetched  back  every  day  during  the  term. 

At  different  times  during  the  year  we  have  been  able  to  help  the 
Children’s  Department  and  the  N.S.P.C.C.  with  various  needs  of  the 
less  fortunate  families  in  town — i.e.  bedding,  furniture  and  toys. 

HOSPITAL  WORK. 

We  have  continued  to  send  12  members  every  Wednesday  to  St. 
Francis  Hospital  at  Haywards  Heath  to  work  in  the  W.R.V.S.  Club 
Room  and  Shop  there.  Unfortunately  we  have  sometimes  met  with 
difficulties  over  transport  and  have  had  to  bring  some  of  the  members 
back  by  taxi.  Wednesday  is  visiting  day  at  the  hospital  and  the  work 
in  the  Club  is  very  hard  that  day  and  after  4 hours  work  members 
cannot  be  expected  to  find  their  way  back  by  public  transport.  So 
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until  we  can  find  more  drivers  some  of  the  profits  from  the  shop  have 
been  used  in  this  way. 

Four  parties  of  disabled  from  the  Crabhill  Flolidays  Home  for  the 
Disabled  were  entertained  by  Hove  W.R.V.S.  The  guests  arrived  by 
special  bus  at  about  noon  and  returned  at  about  4 p.m.  During  the 
time  of  their  visit  we  were  helped  by  girls  and  boys  from  local  Second- 
Vary  Schools  and  Youth  Clubs  and  these  young  folk  helped  the  disabd 
over  lunch  and  then  took  them  in  their  invalid  chairs  along  the  sea 
front.  A W.R.V.S.  member  supervised  and  of  course  members  of 
the  staff  from  Crabhill  were  in  attendance. 

CLOTHING. 

Brighton  W.R.V.S.  moved  their  department  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  and  we  looked  after  their  “customers”  during  this  period.  This 
help  was  reciprocated  in  September  when  our  Clothing  organiser 
visited  her  daughter  and  family  in  Canada  and  our  Clothing  Depart- 
ments were  closed  for  the  month. 

We  are  fortunate  in  Hove  in  having  many  gifts  of  clothing  although 
we  could  do  with  more  men’s  and  children’s  garments.  Our  clothing 
teams  work  hard  sorting  and  sizing  the  garments  and  only  retaining 
those  with  six  months  wear  left  in  them.  Our  work  party  met  reg- 
ularly through  the  year  and  did  a great  job  in  repairing  garments  and 
making  children’s  garments  out  of  surplus  adult  clothing. 

We  were  able  sometimes  to  help  Portslade  W.R.V.S.  with  clothing 
as  there  the  demand  far  exceeds  the  supply. 

An  average  of  60  people  per  month  were  issued  with  clothing 
during  the  year.  Each  of  these  brought  the  necessary  authorization 
for  the  clothing. 

PRISON  WELFARE. 

We  have  had  no  direct  request  for  help  this  year  for  the  families  of 
men  in  prison  or  for  the  rehabilitation  of  women  ex-prisoners,  but  the 
Probation  Officers  have  kept  up  a steady  flow  of  requests  for  clothing 
for  people  in  their  care. 

SERVICES  WELFARE  OVERSEAS. 

We  have  found  quite  a considerable  drop  in  the  number  of  maga- 
zines sent  in  to  us  but  in  spite  of  this  we  have  managed  to  send  112 
parcels  to  our  two  units  during  the  year.  One  of  these  units  is  in 
Germany  and  one  in  Mombasa  and  we  have  had  grateful  acknowledg- 
ments from  them.  We  wrote  to  various  boys’  schools  in  the  Borough 
asking  for  their  help  in  collecting  suitable  papers,  magazines  and  paper 
backs  but  unfortunately  the  response  was  poor. 

FURNITURE. 

The  member  looking  atter  this  section  has  been  kept  busy  all  the 
year  and  thanks  to  her  efforts  we  have  been  able  to  fulfil  a number  of 
requests  in  spite  of  very  limited  storage  space.  The  requests  have 
come  from  many  quarters — Welfare  Officer,  Health  Visitors,  Children’s 
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Officer,  N.S.P.C.C.,  etc.,  and  we  have  had  their  co-operation  over 
the  question  of  transport.  We  do  hate  to  have  to  refuse  the  offer  of 
gifts  of  furniture  and  do  our  very  best  to  “place”  it  quickly,  but  it  does 
mean  a lot  of  work  for  the  member  concerned. 

EMERGENCY  WELFARE. 

The  member  in  charge  of  this  section  has  spent  a tremendous  amount 
of  time  in  doing  her  very  best  to  see  that  our  two  emergency  teams  are 
trained  and  ready  to  be  called  out  if  there  should  be  a Civil  Emergency 
in  the  Borough.  A room  next  door  has  been  set  aside  by  the  Local 
Authority  to  store  the  necessary  Emergency  Cooking  Equipment  for 
Brighton,  Hove  and  Portslade.  Lectures  in  its  use  can  be  held  in  this 
room.  Two  Hove  members  undertook  and  passed  a Trainer’s  course 
so  that  next  year  we  will  be  able  to  train  our  own  members. 

We  held  a mock  call-out  and  were  please  that  9 members  turned  up 
at  the  Centre  in  10-30  minutes  with  their  necessary  equipment.  One 
of  these  had  even  left  her  part-time  office  job.  We  are  confident  that 
if  an  emergency  should  arise  Hove  W.R.V.S.  would  do  its  very  best 
to  help.  The  Police  have  informed  us  of  the  schools  they  would  be 
most  likely  to  use  as  Emergency  Centres. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Their  Worships  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress  of  Hove  very  kindly 
entertained  members  of  the  W.R.V.S.  to  Cocktails  in  the  Mayor’s 
Parlour.  Those  holding  positions  of  responsibility  and  their  deputies, 
20  in  number,  attended  and  had  a most  enjoyable  time.  We  were 
pleased  to  help  the  Mayor’s  office  by  addressing  and  distributing  152 
Christmas  Gift  envelopes. 

WELFARE  OF  THE  DISABLED. 

The  Hove  Societv  for  the  Disabled  has  continued  to  extend  its 
assistance  in  the  Borough  to  those  who  are  disabled  and  in  their  work 
it  is  greatly  helped  by  a large  number  of  voluntary  workers— on 
committees  and  ‘in  the  field’  as  home  visitors,  drivers  and  etc. 

An  Hon.  Visitor  was  appointed  early  in  the  year  who  took  over  the 
voluntary  visitors  scheme  and  also  the  enrolment  of  new  disabled 
members  which  was  undertaken  previously  by  the  Geriatric  Health 
Visitors.  This  has  led  to  closer  co-ordination  of  case-work,  both 
within  the  Society  and  with  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  number  of  residents  of  the  Borough  enrolled  with  the  Society 
at  one  time  reached  some  220,  but  at  the  year  end  it  was  down  to  200 
partly  due  to  a higher  than  usual  number  of  deaths. 

In  October  the  weekly  Craft  Class  was  split  into  two  classes  which 
are  now  held  on  Wednesday  mornings  and  Friday  afternoons.  This 
was  to  enable  the  craft  teacher  to  give  more  individual  attention  to  the 
members  whose  standard  of  work  has  already  shown  a marked  imorov- 
ement.  The  craft  teacher  also  visits  other  members  to  give  instruction 
in  their  homes.  The  Society  acknowledges  the  assistance  given  by  the 
East  Sussex  Association  for  the  Disabled  and  the  Local  Authority. 
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Attendance  at  the  fortnightly  Bluebird  Club  averaged  65  and  four 
outings  were  arranged  during  the  summer  months.  Most  of  the 
members  are  brought  by  voluntary  drivers  and  some  20  are  brought  by 
the  Bluebird  ambulance  and  the  County  ambulance — for  whose  assist- 
ance the  Society  is  most  grateful. 

Holidays  were  arranged  and  transport  was  provided  for  25  members 
and  grants  were  made  to  a further  17  members  who  made  their  own 
arrangements.  The  net  cost  to  the  Society  was  £274,  which  excludes 
a grant  of  £44  from  the  Mayor’s  fund  to  assist  some  of  those  who  were 
unable  to  provide  all  of  their  half-share  of  the  cost  of  holidavs  arranged 
by  the  Society. 

In  addition  to  gifts  handed  to  members  at  the  Bluebird  Club’s 
Christmas  Party,  food  parcels,  etc.  were  distributed  to  all  other 
members. 

The  two  principal  fund-raising  events  of  the  year  were  the  Flag  Dav 
collection  jointly  with  the  local  branch  of  the  British  Rheumatism  and 
Arthritis  Association,  and  rhe  Bluebird  Bazaar  in  November. 

The  Bluebird  ambulance  was  operated  on  257  occasions;  it  conveyed 
1963  disabled  persons  and  covered  7435  miles  at  a cost  of  £438.  In 
addition  £300  in  British  Savings  Bonds  was  added  to  the  fund,  set  up 
for  the  eventual  replacement  of  this  ambulance,  and  the  fund  stood  at 
£1200  at  the  year  end. 

In  order  to  safeguard  this  service  to  the  housebound  in  the  event  of 
the  present  ambulance  being  off  the  road  at  any  time  and  to  increase 
our  sphere  of  usefulness,  the  Society  has  ordered  a second  ambulance 
for  delivery  in  June  1970  and  consideration  is  being  given  by  the 
County  Council  to  the  provision  of  additional  garage  accommodation. 

At  the  year  end,  117  housebound  members  were  on  the  Bluebird 
register  for  whom  special  outings  are  planned.  These  included  40 
to  the  country,  49  visits  to  cinemas,  10  to  Sunday  Symphony  Concerts 
at  the  Dome  and  5 to  the  Chichester  Festival  Theatre.  The  Ambulance 
operated  on  63  occasions  on  behalf  of  other  organisations  which 
included  the  Sussex  Association  of  Youth  Clubs  (in  conjunction  with 
the  Borough  Further  Education  Department)  for  the  young  disabled 
P.H.A.B.  Club,  the  East  Sussex  Associations  for  the  Blind  and  for  the 
Disabled,  and  the  Disabled  Drivers’  Association. 

The  services  provided  by  the  Society  are  arranged  by  three  commit- 
tees— Bluebird  Club,  Transport  and  Welfare,  in  addition  to  which  is 
the  Fund-raising  committee.  Experience  gained  over  recent  years  has 
enabled  the  final  stage  of  decentralisation  to  be  implemented  so  that 
each  committee  will  be  able  to  handle  it’s  own  tasks  more  effectivelv. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  problems  facing  the  Society  is  the  finding 
of  suitable  places  within  reasonable  distance  for  severely  disabled  for 
both  holidays  and  short-stay  (to  give  those  looking  after  them  a rest). 
This  problem  is  unlikely  to  be  solved  in  the  short  term.  Another  task 
concerns  the  raising  of  funds  the  major  part  of  which,  some  £3000, 
will  be  required  for  the  new  ambulance  and  for  the  overhaul  of  the 
present  one  when  it  enters  its  fifth  year. 

The  Society  gratefully  acknowledges  the  co-operation  and  assistance 
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it  has  received  from  the  Local  Authority,  the  County  Council,  the 
County  Association  for  the  Disabled,  other  organisations  and  support- 
ers. 

A Geriatric  Health  Visitor  attached  to  the  Hove  Health  Department 
is  responsible  for  keeping  the  register  and  cases  requiring  special  help 
in  the  way  of  equipment,  etc.,  are  referred  to  her  by  the  Society, 
doctors,  hospitals,  etc.

Car  Badges  for  Severely  Disabled  Drivers. 

This  scheme  continues  to  work  without  too  much  difficulty  and 
during  the  year  several  fresh  badges  were  issued,  together  with  the 
renewal  of  original  applications  for  a further  period  of  two  years. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

This  work  is  a very  important  part  of  the  Health  Visitor’s  duties, 
who  are  concerned  mainly  in  the  prevention  of  ill-health. 

Much  of  this  work  has  continued  to  take  place  in  the  schools  and  in 
the  Autumn  we  took  part  in  the  National  Campaign  to  encourage 
people  to  stop  smoking.  Talks  and  lectures  were  given  in  schools, 
mothers’  clubs  and  clinics,  and  some  excellent  projects  were  displayed. 

The  Mothers’  Clubs  have  continued  to  flourish  and  much  in  the 
way  of  health  education  has  been  achieved  at  these  clubs.  Displays 
and  films  have  been  used  extensively  to  aid  the  programme  and  in 
addition  to  work  in  schools  and  clinics,  lectures  and  talks  have  been 
given  to  many  other  bodies  and  groups. 

The  Central  Council  of  Health  Education,  to  whom  we  are  much 
indebted,  has  supplied  us  with  most  of  the  material  used  in  our  pro- 
gramme. 

MENTAL  HEALTH 

National  Health  Service  Act  1946  (Sec.  28)  Mental  Health  Act  1959. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  continued  activity  by  this  part  of  the  Local 
Authority  services  which  functions  under  a Scheme  of  Delegation  from 
the  East  Sussex  County  Council. 

In  dealing  with  the  requirements  of  the  mentally  disordered  in  these 
circumstances,  there  is  the  need  for  the  maximum  co-operation  between 
the  two  Authorities.  When  the  ‘provision  of  residential  accommoda- 
tion is  needed,  recommendations  have  been  approved  whenever 
vacancies  for  the  admission  of  the  Elderly  Mentally  Infirm  have  been 
available  and  financial  supplementation  for  private  accommodation  in 
similar  cases  has  been  fordicoming,  £1,122/14,  Od.  was  approved  in 
1969  for  25  cases. 
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The  Report  of  The  Committee  on  Local  Authority  and  Personal 
Allied  Social  Services,  (Seebohm)  presented  to  Parliament  in  1968  has 
given  a clear  indication  of  the  shape  of  things  to  come,  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Mental  Health  services  in  the  Borough  are  in  line  with  the 
majority  of  the  proposals,  in  so  far  as  the  general  public  are  involved. 
Table  I reflects  the  trend  in  use  of  the  Mental  Health  services  for  the 
mentally  disordered.

” indicates  a 

measure  of 

success  achieved  in  the  breaking  down  of  traditional  attitudes  of  many 
people  in  NOT  referring  problems  of  mental  disorder  to  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  until  it  has  reached  a point  where  compulsory  powers 
have  to  be  used. 

Whilst  the  change  of  attitude  is  welcomed,  it  has  thrown  a very 
heavy  burden  on  the  existing  four  Mental  Welfare  Officers  who  have 
had  to  limit  the  amount  of  time  spent  in  casework  with  a large  number 
of  their  clients,  This  situation  can  only  be  overcome  by  an  increase 
in  the  establishment. 

To  evaluate  the  health  of  the  community  in  this  field  a study  has  been 
carried  out  and  the  results  are  shown  in  Table  II  of  admission  and 
discharges  to  the  Psychiatric  Unit  at  the  Brighton  General  Hospital. 
This  method  of  providing  for  investigation  and  treatment  of  mental 
disorders  in  a General  Hospital  is  gradually  replacing  the  traditional 
methods  of  having  separate  hospitals  for  the  mentally  disordered. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  this  unit  nearby;  using  its  34  beds,  1,068 
patients  were  admitted  during  the  vear.  The  fact  that  more  patients 
returned  home  without  admission  to  St.  Francis  Hospital  at  Haywards 
Heath  is  important  to  relatives  and  friends  who  would  otherwise  have 
to  face  a round  trip  of  at  least  30  miles  and  is  an  indication  of  the 
extent  the  hospital  services  rely  on  the  Local  Authorities  to  provide 
after-care  for  a growing  number  of  discharged  patients. 
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It  is  a significant  fact  that  more  patients  were  able  to  return  into  the 
community  (525)  than  needed  transferring  to  St.  Francis  Hospital  (395) 
To  evaluate  the  relationship  of  this  information  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Hove  area  and  the  provision  of  pre-care,  care  and  after-care 
services  by  the  Local  Authority  a study  in  considerable  depth  has 
produced  the  results  as  shown  in  tables  below.

The  number  of  single  male  persons  admitted  under  30  years  of 
age  must  give  rise  for  concern,  the  solution  is  not  an  easy  one  and  will 
require  the  combined  efforts  of  the  three  partners  in  the  National 
Health  Services.  The  provision  of  an  adolescent  unit  at  Haywards 
Fleath  is  an  encouraging  sign  as  is  the  provision  of  the  Drug  Prescrib- 
ing Centre. 

More  research  will  have  to  be  provided  if  we  are  to  prevent  the 
younger  age  group  of  married  women  needing  in-patient  treatment 
and  its  consequent  effect  on  the  various  families. 

A similar  situation  arises  in  relation  to  the  married  males  in  the  60-80 
age  groups  when  one  compares  them  with  the  same  age  groups  of 
married  women.  It  is  also  a source  of  grave  concern  that  the  elderly 
widows  should  require  admission  to  a Psychiatric  Unit,  and  in  this 
connection  one  cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  need  for  a Day  Centre 
and  the  provision  of  a psycho-geriatric  team  to  which  a patient  can  be 
referred  and  a decision  arrived  at  without  the  person  having  to  be 
passed  from  service  to  service,  as  often  happens  at  the  present  time. 

Depression  appears  as  the  largest  single  diagnosis;  with  schizoph- 
renia coming  second,  drug  addiction  is  confined  in  most  cases  to  the 
single  males.

The  provision  of  Day  Hospital  facilities  has  gone  some  way  to  meet 
the  need;  22  people  on  average  attend  daily  from  the  Hove  area. 

Rehabilitation. 

Good  use  has  been  made  of  The  Brook  Rehabilitation  Centre  at 
Burgess  Hill  and  the  Residential  Hostel  at  East  Grinstead.  15  males 
and  4 females  attended  during  the  year.  Of  this  number  3 males  and  3 
females  left  for  various  reasons  and  2 males  and  1 female  trainees 
returned  to  a normal  work  situation. 

Subnormality. 

In  the  field  of  subnormality,  it  is  expected  that  legislation,  at  present 
before  Parliament,  will  result  in  certain  changes  in  the  law  relating  to 
those  children  which,  at  present,  results  in  their  being  considered  as 
unsuitable  for  education  at  school.  It  is  expected  the  changes  will  be 
in  the  form  of  amendments  to  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959  and  the 
Education  Act  of  1944,  and  relevant  other  forms  of  legislation. 

In  the  near  future  we  can  expect  to  see  arrangements  made  for  the 
transfer  of  responsibility  for  the  education  of  the  mentally  handi- 
capped children  in  England  and  Wales  from  the  Health  to  the  Educa- 
tion Service — opinions  arc  divided  on  this  important  issue. 

20  Hove  children  attended  Hillside,  the  Junior  School  at  Portslade — 
12  girls  and  8 boys.  The  two  escorts  and  the  members  of  the  Ambul- 
ance Service  provided  an  excellent  service  throughout  the  year, 
despite  the  hazards  of  weather  and  numerous  problems  that  arise  in 
this  work,  from  time  to  time. 

The  Annual  Fayre  was  the  highlight  for  everyone  concerned  with 
Hillside.  There  is  still  a small  number  of  children  on  the  waiting  list 
for  this  establishment.  The  same  situation  applies  to  the  waiting  list 
maintained  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  long-term  care  cases. 

Short-term  care  provision  for  families  with  a mentally  handicapped 
child  continues  to  be  a necessary  provision,  especially  during  the  long 
summer  term  holidays  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  the  East  Sussex  County  Council  and  voluntary  bodies, 
it  was  possible  to  provide  this  service  for  16  children  during  the  year. 

Unfortunately,  these  facilities  are  not  close  at  hand  and  involve  the 
staff  in  travelling  considerable  distances. 

20  Plove  persons  attended  the  Belgrave  Adult  Training  Centre, 
Portslade,  during  the  year  3 Trainees  have  been  placed  in  employment 
and  satisfactory  progress  has  been  maintained  by  all  who  attend  daily. 

Social  Clubs. 

The  Social  Club  for  the  mentally  handicapped  adults  has  been  well 
attended  throughout  the  year.  The  average  attendance  on  club  nights 
is  60  members.  It  is  hoped  to  transfer  this  service  to  the  local  branch 
of  the  British  Red  Cross  Societv  whose  members  have  given  such 

J O 

valuable  help  during  the  year. 

The  outing  this  year  was  to  the  Isle  of  Wight,  60  persons  enjoyed  a 
very  pleasant  day. 

The  Social  Club  for  ex-mental  hospital  patients  meets  on  Thursdays 
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evenings.  A Mental  Welfare  Officer  assists  the  Psychiatric  Social 
Worker  with  the  running  of  this  Club. 

Annual  Returns  to  Ministry. 

As  will  be  seen  from  these  statistics  a greater  demand  has  been  made 
on  the  service  throughout  the  year  resulting  in  an  increase  of  those  in 
care  at  the  end  of  the  year  by  50%.  The  staff  remain  at  the  same 
establishment  of  four.

The  object  of  the  Guardianship  Society  is  the  care  and  supervision 
of  slow-developers  and  other  special  cases  by: 

(a)  Boarding  them  out  in  specially  chosen  families. 

(b)  Assisting  them  to  obtain  training,  and  employment  suited  to 

their  capabilities. 

(c)  Visiting  them  and  taking  a friendly  interest  in  their  moral  and 

material  welfare. 

(d)  Helping  them  in  any  other  manner  that  the  Committee  may 

decide. 

Annual  Meeting. 

The  56th  Annual  Meeting  was  held  on  the  10th  June.  The  address 
was  given  by  Mrs.  W.  MacDonald  of  the  Brighton  Technical  College 
on  “Food  for  Thought”  which  was  most  interesting. 

A Coffee  Morning  was  held  at  the  Hove  Centre  on  the  14th  May, 
when  the  pupils  gave  a mannequin  parade  of  garments  and  articles 
made  in  the  Centre.  We  were  very  pleased  to  welcome  Dr.  Condon, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  this  occasion. 

Summer  Outings. 

The  Juniors  had  a summer  outing  on  20th  June,  and  the  Seniors  on 
the  23rd  June.  In  each  case  a visit  was  made  to  the  Dolphinarium  in 
Brighton. 

On  the  30th  September  there  was  a Harvest  Festival  Service,  the 
collection  being  sent  to  the  Blue  Peter  programme  for  starving  children 
of  West  Africa. 

A Sale  of  Work  was  held  on  24th  October,  which  was  opened  by  the 
Mayoress  of  Brighton,  Mrs.  F.  Masefield-Baker. 

On  the  15th  December  a Carol  Service  was  held  at  the  Hove  Centre 
and  was  conducted  by  the  Reverend  J.  E.  Pearson.  Proceeds  were 
given  to  Hamilton  Lodge  School  for  Deaf  Children.

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WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 

The  number  of  registered  blind  persons  in  Hove  as  at  31st  December, 
1969,  was  286,  and  there  were  108  partially-sighted;  the  corresponding 
figures  at  the  31st  Decemner,  1968,  being  292  and  119  respectively. 

The  Social  Welfare  Officers  of  the  Blind  continue  to  maintain  their 
high  standard  of  visits  to  the  blind  and  partially-sighted.  Weekly 
handicraft  classes  and  monthly  socials  and  dancing  classes  have  con- 
tinued throughout  the  year  and  the  Christmas  party  was  much  enjoyed. 
Outings,  etc.  continue  to  be  organised.  These  are  enjoyed  and 
appreciated  while,  for  those  who  live  with  relatives,  family  problems 
have  been  greatly  assisted  by  the  provision  of  holidays  and  similar 
activities.  The  Talking  Book  Service  for  the  Blind  is  being  increas- 
ingly used  and  the  Ulverscroft  large  print  books  for  the  partially- 
sighted  are  obtainable  from  all  libraries.

WELFARE  OF  THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB. 

The  Sussex  Diocesan  Association  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  continue 
to  attend  to  the  needs  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  in  the  Borough  of  Hove 
on  an  Agency  basis. 

At  the  end  of  1969,  32  deaf  people  and  6 deaf-blind  were  registered 
in  the  Borough.  58%  of  these  deaf  people  have  attended  Association 
activities  in  the  past  year,  many  of  them  regularly.  The  rest  have 
been  visited  in  their  own  homes. 

During  the  year  help  was  given  in  the  case  of  a deaf  young  man  of 
previous  good  character,  who  found  himself  in  court.  He  was 
assisted  by  an  interpreter  at  interviews  with  his  solicitor  and  during  the 
court  proceedings,  and  is  under  regular  supervision  following  his 
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conditional  discharge.  Two  people  needed  help  over  disturbed 
relationships  at  work,  and  in  finding  alternative  employment. 

Interviews  wrere  given  to  those  needing  explanations  of  written 
communications  which  they  could  not  understand,  and  to  discuss 
personal  problems.  Five  deaf-blind  people  came  regularly  to  the 
monthly  social  for  the  deaf-blind,  with  the  help  of  transport  provided. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  deaf  school  children,  and  a useful  relation- 
ship formed  with  their  families.  One  deaf  young  man  is  a member  of 
the  successful  Sussex  Deaf  football  team.

Clear  Speech  Classes. 

These  are  held  on  the  second  Friday  in  each  month.  On  one  even- 
ing the  class  was  responsible  for  an  entertainment  consisting  of  short 
sketches  in  speech  and  mime. Two  members  are  to  compete  in  the  Area 
Finals  at  Tunbridge  Wells. 

Lip-reading  Classes. 

These  are  held  on  the  remaining  Fridays  under  the  auspices  of 
Brighton  Corporation.  There  is  now  no  charge  to  Brighton  residents. 
Classes  are  open  to  the  general  public  regardless  of  membership  of  the 

Club. 

Social. 

Evening  entertainments  were  arranged  during  the  year,  and  visits 
made  by  various  concert  parties.  Quiz  evenings  and  brains  trust 
panels  wrere  organized  and  also  a number  of  guest  speakers.  Whist 
Drives  are  as  popular  as  ever,  also  cinema  shows  and  the  occasional 
coloured  slide  show. 

The  Thrift  Club. 

Provides  members  with  a convenient  form  of  saving  and  the  interest 
earned  on  the  bank  deposit  contributes  to  general  funds. 
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The  Trading  Stall 

This  Stall  did  exceptionally  well  and  the  funds  benefited  consider- 
ably from  the  sales.  A Bring  and  Buy  Sale  was  also  held  and  proved 
once  again  to  be  a popular  method  of  fund-raising. 

Outings. 

Several  visits  out  of  town  were  arranged  and  also  a long  tour  into 
Kent  in  the  Spring. 

Welfare. 

Members  who  have  been  ill  or  in  hospital  have  been  visited  regu- 
larly. 

Discussion  Groups  have  continued  to  prove  very  popular  indeed. 

Special  Events. 

As  well  as  the  Church  Service  in  May,  the  Rev.  A.  Webb  (Vice- 
President)  conducted  the  National  Day  Service  at  the  Chapel  Royal  in 
October.  At  the  latter  service  some  200  members  of  Clubs  in  Kent 
and  Sussex  attended. 

Miss  Mellor  was  delegate  to  the  British  Associations  Annual  Con- 
ference, and  a large  number  of  our  members  attended  the  Kent  and 
Sussex  Federation  A.G.M.  at  St.  Leonards-on-Sea.  Fourteen  took 
part  in  the  Southern  Area  Rally  at  Eastbourne,  and  eight  attended  the 
week-end  educational  course  at  Pulborough. 

The  Lions  Club  donation  was  the  means  of  providing  a rather 
special  free  outing  in  August  during  which  month  the  Club  is  normally 
closed. 

In  October  we  welcomed  over  80  members  and  guests  at  the  22nd 
Birthday  Party  held  at  the  Co-operative  Hall,  when  a most  enjoyable 
evening  was  spent  by  all. 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE  1969— HOVE. 

As  in  previous  years  I have  to  report  that  the  demand  for  this 
particular  service  has  been  considerable  and  would  appear  to  show 
very  little  sign  of  decreasing.  In  order  to  cope  with  the  increase 
it  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  waiting  list  on  one  or  two  occasions 
during  the  year.  The  list  was  reopened  at  the  first  possible  opportunity 

In  July  we  were  able  to  secure  the  services  of  another  local  chiropo- 
dist on  a sessional  basis  and  there  are  now  four  working  for  the  Local 
Authority.  It  may  well  be  necessary  to  increase  this  number  in  1970. 

The  Hospital  Car  Service  has  again  given  excellent  help  in  connect- 
ion with  those  patients  unable  to  make  their  own  way  to  the  chiropo- 
dist’s surgery  and  for  this  we  are  most  grateful. 

Fees  remained  the  same  at  2 6d.  per  treatment.  Patients  in  receipt 
of  supplementary  benefit  from  the  Ministry  of  Social  Securitv  were 
not  asked  to  pay  anything.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE  1969 
Report  by  Dr.  N.  I.  Condon,  School  Medical  Officer. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  periodic  medical  examinations 
carried  out  was  1604,  which  is  an  increase  of  67  over  the  previous  year. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  school  children  to  be  examined  at  least 
three  times  during  school  life,  normally  at  5-6  years,  11-12  years  and 
prior  to  leaving  school.  Prior  to  the  medical  examinations  the 
School  Medical  Officer  has  information  regarding  the  child’s  weight, 
height,  vision  and  hearing.  The  school  staff  are  also  available  to  give 
information  regarding  the  child’s  progress  at  school  and  the  School 
Nurse  will  have  access  to  the  child’s  previous  records  collated  from 
the  Health  Visitor’s  records. 

The  medical  examination  is  carried  out  in  order  to  detect  any  devia- 
tion from  the  normal  and  to  arrange  for  such  deviation  to  have  treat- 
ment or  to  be  kept  under  observation.  Treatment  may  be  carried  out 
by  the  child’s  General  Practitioner,  a Consultant,  or  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer.  A parent  is  encouraged  to  attend  school  medical 
examinations  and  in  some  cases  it  is  the  only  time  the  doctor  sees  the 
parent. 

A parent  or  teacher  may  also  ask  for  a child  to  have  a special  medical 
examination.  This  special  medical  examination  may  be  carried  out  at 
school,  at  home,  or  at  the  School  Clinic,  whichever  is  the  more  con- 
venient. It  may  be  desirable  at  school,  thus  allowing  the  school  staff 
to  be  available  to  give  relevant  information  to  the  doctor.  Special 
medical  examinations  are  also  carried  out  in  the  child’s  home.  This 
helps  the  very  nervous  child  and  enables  the  doctor  to  come  to  a 
decision  where  social  circumstances  could  possibly  influence  decisions 
to  be  taken. 

It  is  considered  very  important  that  sufficient  time  should  be 
devoted  to  the  examination  of  each  child.  The  parents  of  each  child 
must  be  given  an  opportunity  to  discuss  any  problems  they  may  have 
with  the  School  Medical  Officer.  The  discussion  can  be  just  as 
informative  as  the  medical  itself. 

The  appointment  of  two  part-time  School  Nurses  to  replace  the  one 
full-time  School  Nurse  has  helped  considerably  the  work  of  the  School 
Health  Service.  It  is  now  much  easier  to  arrange  a convenient  time 
for  the  doctor,  the  nurse  and  the  school,  and  we  are  finding  less 
difficulty  in  arranging  our  programme. 

Hearing  tests  are  carried  out  on  all  children.  One  of  the  School 
Medical  Officers  holds  an  Audiology  Clinic  fortnightly,  when  all  cases 
with  defects  are  examined.  Further  investigation  may  then  be 
considered  necessary,  including  the  advice  of  a Consultant  Ear  Nose 
and  Throat  Surgeon,  or  the  Child’s  General  Practitioner.  Where 
necessary  cases  are  also  reported  to  the  East  Sussex  Advisor  of  the 
Deaf  and  advice  given  regarding  the  choice  of  hearing  aid,  if  such  is 
necessary.  Advice  may  also  be  given  to  school  staff  regarding  place- 
ment of  the  child  within  the  class  room.  All  cases  where  defects  are 
found  are  followed  up  to  ensure  that  the  child  is  benefiting  from  the 
advice  or  aid. 
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The  Education  Authority  is  responsible  for  ascertaining  which 
children  over  the  age  of  two  require  special  educational  treatment. 
It  is  essential  that  all  handicapped  pupils  are  detected  as  early  as 
possible.  The  School  Health  Service  learns  of  these  handicapped 
pupils  from  various  sources,  including  the  local  Consultants,  General 
Practitioners,  Infant  Welfare  Doctors  and  Health  Visitors.  We  are 
fortunate  that  a very  good  relationship  exists  in  this  area  and  the 
attachment  of  Health  Visitors  to  the  General  Practitioners  team  has 
improved  greatly  this  close  liaison.

All  these  children  were  satisfactorily  placed  to  meet  their  own  special 
individual  needs. 

The  B.C.G.  programme  was  again  carried  out  during  the  year  and 
children  of  13  years  and  upwards  were  tested,  and  if  the  result  of  the 
test  was  negative,  they  were  immunised  against  tuberculosis.  In 
previous  years  this  work  was  normally  carried  out  during  the  month  of 
Februarv.  In  1969  this  work  was  done  in  February  and  October,  the 
latter  being  instead  of  the  following  February  1970.  The  reasons  for 
doing  B.C.G.  in  October  were  because  it  was  found  that  in  Februarv 
many  students  were  having  injections  for  hay  fever  or  for  educational 
cruises.  These  extra  injections  always  complicated  the  B.C.G.  work 
and  so  it  was  decided  to  bring  the  programme  forward  by  five  months. 
This  is  the  reason  for  the  apparent  double  figures  for  1969. 

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  AREA  DENTAL  OFFICER  BOROUGH  OF  HOVE. 

The  staff  consists  of  Area  Dental  Officer  Mr.  A.  Amdor,  L.D.S., 
R.C.S.  (ED.);  Dental  Officer  Mr.  A.  P.  Spackman,  L.D.S.,  R.C.S., 
(ED.);  Dental  Auxiliary  Miss  P.  A.  Wood  (from  1 9/69);  Dental 
Surgery  Assistants  Miss  I.  A.  Ward  and  Mrs.  V.  C.  Fisher  (from  1 10  69 
Mrs.  D.  Beeston  (till  5 9 69).  We  also  have  the  part-time  services  of 
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Dr.  D.  Barker,  L.D.S.,  D.ORTH,  M.R.C.S.,  M.R.C.P.  as  orthodontic 
specialist  and  Dr.  Fisher,  F.F.A.  as  consultant  anaesthetist. 

The  chief  duty  of  the  school  dental  service  is  the  methodical  inspect- 
ion and  treatment  of  the  school  population.  When  regularly  carried 
out,  the  resultant  picture  allows  us  a view  of  the  impact  our  endeavours 
are  having  in  preserving  the  dental  integrity  of  the  school  population. 
Regular  inspection  allows  us  to  see  what  treatment  is  being  carried  out 
for  the  school  population  who  do  not  attend  our  own  clinics  in 
addition  to  reviewing  our  own  work.  In  addition  to  our  premier  task 
we  also  have  the  responsibility  of  attending  to  pre-school  children 
and  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 

Most  of  our  time  is  spent  in  repairing  decayed  teeth  because  dental 
decay  is  still  the  most  widespread  disease  among  human  beings.  It  is 
notable  therefore  that  both  conservative  treatment  and  inspections  have 
increased  during  the  past  year.  Inspections  have  increased  by  15%  and 
fillings  by  4%.  As  a result  of  more  intensive  inspecting  more  teeth 
were  found  for  which  the  only  treatment  was  extraction  and  it  is  a pity 
to  see  that  extractions  also  increased.  However,  on  the  credit  side  of 
that  balance  sheet,  it  was  most  satisfying  to  see  that  emergencies  fell 
very  considerably  compared  with  last  year.  Our  achievement  in 
inspections  is  particularly  noteworthy  in  view  of  the  fact  that  every 
infant  and  junior  pupil  has  been  examined  twice  during  the  year. 

The  appointment  of  Miss  P.  A.  Wood  as  Dental  Auxiliary  should 
help  our  dental  health  education  as  well  as  increasing  our  potential  to 
carry  out  treatment  for  both  pre-school  and  school  children. 

Whilst  on  the  subject  of  dental  health  education  it  must  be  regretted 
that  so  far  this  area  lags  behind  on  the  implementation  of  fluoridation 
of  the  public  water  supply  as  strongly  recommended  by  the  Ministry 
in  its  recent  circular  to  local  authorities.  Fluoridation  is  universally 
acclaimed  as  the  most  efficacious  public  health  measure  so  far  devised 
for  the  prevention  of  dental  caries  and  is  being  put  into  operation  in 
nearly  every  country  in  the  world . 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Borough  Medical  Officer  of  Health  Dr. 
Condon  for  his  ever  ready  help  and  advice.  Also  I should  like  to 
thank  Mr.  O’Sullivan  Borough  Education  Officer  and  the  Special 
Services  Committee  for  their  continued  support.  My  thanks  are  also 
due  to  Mr.  C.  K.  Fenton  Evans,  Chief  Dental  Officer  E.S.C.C.  for  his 
kindness  and  help  at  all  times  and  Dr.  Watson  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  Finally  I should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the 
medical,  nursing  and  office  staff  for  their  help  and  all  head  teachers  for 
their  co-operation  throughout  the  year. 

Conclusion. 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  those  involved  in  the  work  of 
the  School  Flealth  Service  and  particularly  the  medical,  nursing  and  lay 
staff  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.
